JET AGE |: ADVICE TO THE GROUNDED 


Once again we are happily surrounded by those gleaming ves- 
sels of the American id, the year’s new cars. Outside th 
wear The Forward Look, the Go-Ahead Look, the 100-Mil 
Dollar Look. Inside they have Trigger-Torque, Turby 
Hy-Fire, Firedome, Fireflite, Blue-Flame, PowerFlow, Strato- 
Streak. They also have full-time power steering, full-time 
power brakes, Four- way Power Front Seats, Pow erFlite Range 
Selectors, Power-Swept Metal Sheathing and instantaneous 
power for that “safety-surge” when passing at “highway 
speeds.” Power here, power there, power everywhere. Now 
everything is superduperpowered—everything, that 
cept the brain, the eyes, the reflexes and the temper of the 
human animal. 

‘These remain regrettably constant and inadequately sup- 
plemented by man’s pitiful defenses against himself—police 
and politeness. 

So a word to the driver is in order. When yor

Even after half a century of suc- 
cessful flight many air psychologists believe that all humans 
instinctively fear flying. If so, the incredible complexities of 
the Jet Air Age (see pp. 141-153) are proof that man can 
overcome this fear and a great deal more to boot 

The real question the Jet Age poses is whether man-as- 
flyer is being made obsolete by the lag between what his 
brain ean invent and his body can perform. Even at present 
speeds, which are still mostly below that of sound, his en- 
durance, stamina and reflexes are being heavily taxed by con- 
ditions which before long can be made tolerable only by 
Space Cadet devices. The heat generated by air particles hom- 
barding a plane's skin at sonie speeds is so intense that the 
crew would sizzle 
equivalent to 
tudes the 60-helow-zero cold would kill them save for heaters 
powerful enough to heat 30 average-sized homes. Toi 
Sabrejet pilot is surrounded by 100 controls to operate and 
24 instruments to observe. plus a dozen indi 
lights to keep an eye on. In the fuselage with him is electrical 
and electronic gear equal in complexity to the combined cir- 
cuits of a city power system, a radio broadcasting station, 
a TV broadcasting station and the fire control system of a 
battleship.

get out of the way

| Brooklyn, N.Y. there lives a nearsight- 
ed young man who is an actual person

Bankbook. Young Bankbook works in a 
financial establishment where he spends 
much of the day hunched over a calculating 
machine stari rows of small marching 
figures. not good for Bankbook’s 
weak eyes.

Bankbook went home in a frightful dith- 
er, pecked at his supper and spent the night 
trembling with anxiety.

word “Tashay,” which he invented, sounds pleasant and French.) 

Bankbook has lived happily ever after. Eventually his own hair 
may grow back under the Tashay, as it sometimes does in alopecia 
cases when the victim’s nervous equilibrium has been restored. 
‘Thus we may leave Bankbook looking through his new eyeglasses 
into a mirror, hopefully lifting the rug from time to time, and pro- 
ed to the general hair-piece field. 

Phere have been some big developments in the hair-piece busi- 
ness in the past 20 years. At this moment the business, or at any 
rate Feder’s business, is booming. The hairful man, and the hair- 
less one who doesn’t care, may think of the toupee much as 
Bankbook thought of it, as a ridiculous skulleap of hair with a 
curl on the forehead, certain to fall into the minestrone the first 
time the wearer bends over to pick up his napkin. This is far from 
the truth today, although if you wish to be cheap about it you can 
still bu that sort of toupee. “I call my Tashay the Hurricane 
Resister,” Feder says. “It is guaranteed not to fall off. You cannot 
detect a Tashay at a distance of two feet. I have a crew-cut Tashay 
you can’t detect at all, unless you're a genuine expert.” To dem- 
onstrate his confidence in his product Feder has frequently ex- 
posed it to the fierce autumnal hurricanes that have raked New 
York in recent years. Once, for the benefit of the press, he put on 
his divot and leaped into a swimming pool. The divot survived 
intact, although for a moment there was some doubt as to whether 
Feder himself would. He got out of the pool, caught a glimpse of a 
marker that said “Depth 12 Feet” and nearly collapsed. In his 
enthusiasm he had forgotten that he cannot swim. 


New tricks of sticking and stitching 


HERE are various reasons for the improvement in toupees, 

chiefly the development of powerful new adhesives and of new 
methods of crocheting hairs into the lace that holds them together. 
Feder has a special secret stitch, the culmination, he says, of 
a lifetime’s research that began nearly 50 years ago in Lemberg, 
Austria when he was a schoolboy. “Every day I would walk past 
a little old house with a little old man sitting in the window. 
In his lap he held what I thought was a human head and he 
kept pricking it with a big needle. Every day the same thing, 
except the color of the hair would change. I became fascinated 
and used to walk very close to the window, and finally figured 
out that he was a toupee maker.” 

Feder became the toupee maker's apprentice, later traveled to 
Berlin and Hamburg working for various wigmakers and emigrated 
to the U.S. in 1916 when he was 20. He has been in the hair- 
goods game ever since and has covered, by his count, the heads of 
no fewer than 80,000 people. Not all of them, by any means, 
have been men. There are many more bald-headed women than 
one might suppose, but because they all wear a covering of some

Before making a toupee Feder must first make a topographical 
survey of the area to be covered. Such hair as the baldhead still 
has is of course retained and the toupee is blended into it. Feder 
seats his subject in a chair and then, assuming a barberial position 
behind him, takes a black, stic! ebrow pencil and outlines the 
bald spot, drawing a thick line on the subject’s scalp. (Much of 
Feder’s business is done by mail order. Such customers must get 
wives or friends to perform this operation, or risk it themselves.) 
In cases where the bald spot is large and the forward hairline oblit- 
erated, Feder re-creates it as well as he can, usi Id photographs 
of the subject as a guide. When the black line is drawn, he slaps a 
wet sheet of heavy, absorbent paper onto the subject's head, firmly 
pressing and molding it until it assumes the contour of the skull. 
‘The line is transferred to the paper in the process. When the paper 
dries and hardens, there is the head mapped. 

(There ore other ways of obtaining the topographical informa- 
tion, the most ingenious of which is patented by Hollywood’s Max 
Faetor. Factor sends his mail-order customers lengths of heavy 
but soft lead wire which they press along their skulls in various di- 
rections to obtain profile sections, which are then traced on paper.) 

From the paper pattern Feder makes 
a cloth toupee base consisting of an I ull 
underlayer of durable nylon, which will | 
lie next to the subject's scalp and re- 
ceive the adhesive, and an overlayer of 
ceptionally fin 5 
into which the hai 


will be crocheted. 


‘The hair used by Feder (and ali oth- 
er hair-goods men) is not really “fresh 
cut,” as his ad says. He gets it from 
various New York wholesale importers, 
who get it from Europe. There ar 


e some 
weird notions adrift about the sources 
of hair for toupees and wij 
which may well be disposed of now. 

‘The id eder was trying to combat 
when he used the phrase “from live 
models” in his ad is held by a number 
of people. But it is outrageously untrue 
that undertakers sell hair for toupees 
as a sideline. 

‘The idea that animal hair is used in 
toupees is false too. It does happen 
that the finest material for Santa Claus 
beards is yak tails, of which there 
a shortage now because the Chin 
Communists have got almost all the — hits M 
yaks. It also happens that cheap the 
atrical wigs can be made of almost anything from spaghetti to aban- 
doned nests of the Baltimore oriole, but toupees and real wigs are 
always made of human hair. 

Various European countries supply the raw material for hair 
pieces but the principal source is the Piedmont region of Italy. 
Buyers circulate among the peasant women at regular intervals 
trading pots and pans, needles, thread, thimbles and the like 
seldom cash—for hair. Piedmont hair is good but not exception- 
ally so. The women hold still for the shearing simply because they 
are poor and for many generations have been accustomed to it. 
They are not cut bald. A large circular area on the top of the head 
is clipped but enough hair is left on the surrounding scalp so that 
the woman may gather it up and cover the area. Hair is sold by 
the gram in Europe, by the ounce in the U.S. Ash, white, gold or 
jet! black hair may fetch a premium over ordinary shades like light 
or dark brown, but a very slight one. Hair combings are saved and 
sold too, at a negligible price to the producers. The labor cost 
of sorting and arranging combings in swatches is great. 

Last year about 15 tons of hair from all sources came into the 
U.S. The vast bulk of this went into women’s hair goods, which 
are of course far heavier than men’s. It takes only an ounce and 
a half to make an average toupee. Importers buy hair clippings 
at about a dollar an ounce, combings at about 40¢. (Perhaps the 
biggest single transaction of modern times was made by Max Factor, 
who recently bought 24 ounces of 48-inch-long red-blond hair to 
make the wig Maureen O'Hara wears in Lady Godiva. It cost $400.) 
‘The hair of many American women is no good for toupees, having 
been dyed or made weak or brittle by permanent waving. However, 
some women whose hair is untouched do sell it by mail to New

York dealers and get 50¢ to $1 an ounce for it, or about $5 per 
transaction. Oddly, a disproportionately large amount of long hair 
is mailed in from Utah—by people with ordinary names like Smith 
or Brown, not Crazy Horse. Nothing belonging ‘to the late General 
Custer has shown up on the market. 

Feder keeps a supply of about 200 shades of hair constanth 
on hand in his workroom. (Anthropologists recognize 24 bi 
shades.) Rarely, in fact almost never, does he make a toupee of 
one shade only but carefully blends several until he matches what- 
c happens to be growing on the subject's head. The hair is 
crocheted into the lace by ‘craftsmen who fasten the toupees to 
head-shaped blocks of wood while working on them and who cro- 

et the hair in clumps of three or four instead of singly, as of 
urse it normally grows. They can crochet about 750 to 1,500 
hairs into one square inch of toupee (there are 1,000 per square 
inch on a normal human head and about 000 altogether), but 
the clumpin her of the hairs gives an impression of normal 
thickness. After the craftsmen have done the bulk of the work, 
Feder himself supervises the final working over of the front hai 
line on which his secret stitch is use titch is used mostly 
in erew-cut toupees and somehow gives the hair a bristly, up- 

wing look instead of a limp, flat one. The nearly finished tou-

PECIAL double-faced adhesive tape is used to hold the tou- 
A pee in place, one side of the tape adhering to the scalp and th 
other to the underlayer of the toupee. Feder supplies rolls of 
extra tape with each’ toupee along with a bottle of solvent for 
loosening it. He will not reveal precisely what the adhesive is, but 
an safely be called a humdinger. 
Although the wearer can go swimming whil ing one of 
’s products with no fear of losing the thing, Feder recom. 
mends this only in dire necessity, as in the case of a merchant 
marine officer client who was torpedoed during the last war and 
wore his doily for some time on a life raft, apparently fooling his 
companions. Tashays can be worn steadily for as long as three 
weeks. For that matter so can shirts, but the cleanly man removes 
his shirt and his Tashay daily. Removal is no problem, for the 
solvent quickly loosens the tape. 
Feder charges anywhere from $85 to $190 for a Tashay. A few 
customers. who want to deceive observers only on special occa- 
le Tashay. Most buy two, using the spare while 
the everyday Tashay is being serviced. Spare toupees should be 
kept in tight boxes with some camphor flakes or a few old cigarets 
to keep moths away. Moths hate tobacco. The double sale is a 
nice feature of the hair-goods business. A couple of weeks ago 
Feder achieved a quadruple one. Middle-aged twins 
Depending on the care it receives and the wearer's body acidity, 
a toupee lasts from a month to 10 years. It should be cleaned 
every couple of weeks—to do so, the owner fills a pan with dry- 
cleaning fluid and sloshes the hair piece around in it. Soap and 
water are bad for toupees. Occasionally toupees must be sent 
hack to the factory for small adjustments and the addition of new

it may seem odd that a man about to purchase so personal and, 
to him, so important an object as a toupee should consult the 
classified phone directory. But the oddness will disappear if you 
try to recall when and where you last saw an advertisement for 
men’s hair goods. Toupee makers do not conduct big advertising 
campaigns, and a man about to buy a toupee does not ask loudly 
and publicly where he can do so. About six months ago, however, 
an enterprising young Texan named Ben Z. Kaplan joined Feder’s 
ffrm as vice president and began to place half-page advertisements 
in New York newspapers, probably the first large ads for toupees 
that have appeared since the Edwardian era. Kaplan, who became 
bald at 27 and wears a Tashay himself, had done a good d 
research into the psychology of toupee wearing and is convinced 
that with the proper advertising approach he can make a fortune. 
(“SOLVE your problem of baldn the ads say. “A Feder Tashay 
is NOT a toupee or wig in the old-fashioned s ou will 
even have to tell your barber where to cut and where not to.”) 

“I say solve your problem because any fool knows you can't 
grow hair on a bald head,” Kaplan says. “The hair-restoring people 
get very sore at our ads, but the teat | is that there is only one 
solution to normal baldness, Ours,” (Feder has a standing offer 
of $10,000 to anyone who can grow hair on his head.) 


10,000 bald heads a year 


APLAN’S advertisements have pulled a surprisingly large num- 
ber of inquiries, with the result that Feder last week was turn- 
ing out toupees at the rate of 10,000 a year. Next year he thinks 
he may produce as many as 15,000. (There is no way to determine 
how many part-time and full-time toupee wearers there may be in 
the U.S. Hair-goods men chronically overestimate the figure, 
which is probably around 50,000, or one adult male in a thousand.) 
‘The people iB respond to Feder’s phone book or newspaper 
advertisements are of all imaginable sorts, ranging from 5-year- 
olds to grandfathers, executives to ex-conyicts, ministers to sol- 
diers, girls to matrons. “A bald-headed woman is the most beauti- 
ful thing in the world,” Feder says with the utmost seriousness. 
“When a woman gets bald, usually all of the small hairs on her 
face disappear and her skin becomes firm and taut. It looks like a 
beautiful Kind of marble. But when they come down with nervous 
alopecia, it’s pathetic. It begins with a little bare spot the size of 
adime on the top front center of the head. Then they get triangular 
bald patches above the temples. Maybe then they'll buy some false 
curls and spread them over, like a telephone headset. Then the 
hair in back starts to fall out. They don’t know what to do. They 
start wearing turbans all the time. I even had one woman who 
came to me wearing two dozen hair nets one on top of the other. 
They come into the office, and right away I can tell what it is. I 
see the turban, their eyes are all red from crying. You wouldn’t 
believe it, but many of them are cross-eyed. They get cross-eyed 
from sitting in front of the mirror and crying. Also, they're all 
round-shouldered and hunched over. This is from flinching. They 
wear a cheap wig or some false curls or a turban, and when they 
sit down in a restaurant or in the movies or on a subway or some- 
place, they’re scared somebody will come by and accidentally 
knock it off, so they're always flinching. Pathetic.” 

Ordinarily Feder is able to outfit his female customers with wigs 
that restore their normal appearance and self-confidence, with the 
result that some of the alopecia cases, at least, are able to discard 
the wigs later on. Feder also encourages them to stand straight, chin 
up, to correct the chronic flinch. 

The basic motivation that drives male customers to Feder’s house 
is, as might easily be guessed, romance. Some of his customers 
have actually been brought to him by their wives, like schoolboys 
being dragged to the dentist. A wife who still looks youthful some- 
times does not like to appear in public with a husband who, as the 
New York World-Telegram once said of former House Speaker Sam 
Rayburn, has a "brow high enough to arouse the maternal instinct 
in an ostrich.” Only a week ago Feder completed a pair of Tashays 
for an Army sergeant at the instigation of the sergeant’s wife. The 
wife, a Kansas girl, had married the sergeant overseas and her 
parents had never seen him, Before taking him home to show the 
folks she had him reupholstered, which is doubtless quite ethical, 
although she sounds like someone who would drop a few buckshot 
into a trout before weighing it. 

Bachelors in the mid-30s comprise the bulk of Feder’s customers, 
and for that reason his advertisements show a male model in that 
age group, before and after. Most of these customers, trying to be

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as offhand as they can, will ask whether the Tashay is likely to 
come off if a lady playfully rumples it, and are assured it will not. 
One bachelor, about to get married, asked Feder whether he thought 
it practical to try to continue to deceive his bride after marriage. 
Feder said no. Sooner or later, probably the first time the man left 
the house, the wife would prowl around and find a box containing a 
roll of strange adhesive tape, a toupee, a bottle of solvent and a 
couple of cigarets and would ask some rather sharp questions when 
the man came home. “Anyway, if your lack of hair is so important 
to her, you shouldn’t marry her,” Feder said, 

It would seem that the sensible thing to do about baldness, in 
most cases, is simply to adjust to it and cultivate a philosophic 
resignation. Ordinary baldness is no disaster or disgrace. In fact it 
is probably related in some way to virility. There are no bald 
eunuchs. However when baldness threatens to do serious psycho- 
logical harm or to interfere with a man’s livelihood, a doily is 
probably the answer. Should an actor retire when his hairline re- 
cedes? If it helps a salesman’s morale to wear a toupee while he 
is selling, should he wear one? Quite a few of Feder’s customers 
are middle-aged men who for one reason or another are changing 
jobs. A bald man at 40 may look 50, but with a toupee he may look 
his correct age or even younger. A handful of hair at that point can 
make an enormous difference and it may be silly to quibble about 
whose hair it is. 

Some of Feder’s customers need toupees to cover scars. Recent- 

ly he fitted an B-year-old boy with a com- 
plete toupee—boiling water had fallen on 
the child’s head and killed all the hair roots 
forever. “When I put the Tashay on him 
he looked in the mirror,” Feder says, “and 
tears came into his eyes and a sweet smile 
came on his face and he said, ‘Now the fel- 
lows won't call me Baldy.’ ” Sadly, unless 
the fellows have changed overnight, they 
are probably going to start calling him Rug- 
head, after the sinister character currently 
starring in Dick Tracy. Rughead wears a 
TONY BENNETT is ideal great big obvious toupee and is constantly 
of many bald bachelors. faking it off and lubricating it with some- 

thing labeled “Root Creme Wig Oil.” Flies 
are always trying to get into the bottle of wig oil when Rughead 
takes off the cork, What Feder thinks of all this is unprintable. 

A few of Feder’s customers come to him with extravagant no- 
tions which he must destroy before he can make appropriate 
toupees. Many old bachelors, for example, want complete, bushy 
toupees and must be convinced that this would merely accent their 
red and pouchy eyes. (One old bachelor, however, a man of realis- 
tic ambitions, asked for and got a doughnut-shaped toupee.) Re- 
cently one of Feder’s customers, a man who had had thin, stringy 
blond hair all his life, asked for a toupee that would give him 
black, glistening curls like those of Singer Tony Bennett, idol 
of the teen-agers. Feder gently explained to him that, to look 
natural, a toupee must resemble the-wearer’s original hair. Still, 
the request was a great unwitting tribute to the progress that 
has been made in the field. The innocent customer had no idea 
that he was asking for a toupee like Bennett's toupee.

HOW TO MAKE ELABORATE TRIMMINGS

CHAPLET WREATH 


From florist buy wire wreath 
frame and magnolia leaves. 
Gild leaves. Shape tip of the 
frame into a point, leaving 
ES, base round. Bind leaves indi- 


vidually on frame with fine 
=e 


wire. Use small leaves at top 
of frame, larger at base. Gild 
pine cones. Wind piece of 
fine wire through cone above 
bottom layer of scales (as in 
diagram left). Bring wire ends 
down, Join them together at 
bottom of cone. Attach cones 
to wreath with wire handle, 


MANTEL DECORATION 


To make elaborate Christmas greenery arrangement 
such as that shown on mantel on page 1 

needle flower holder on bottom of any relativel 
pot. Cram pot full of fairly heavy crumpled-up chick- 
en wire. Fill pot with water and stick heaviest greens 
in first to catch in needle holder. Other greens may 
be stuck into chicken wire and trained downward or 
upward, Wire will hold them firmly no matter how 
heavy they are. To make cones in arrangement, paint 
them with red paint or nail polish. Let dry, then tip 
them with white paint or gild the edges. Wire them 
as explained in caption above and attach to greens. 


GARLAND, 


Loop one end of heavy cord to a doorknob (below). 
Take any kind of greens and cut into short strips. 
Bind strips one at a time to the cord with wire; over- 
lap each strip. Make half of the garland. Remove from 
doorknob. Then make another equal length. Bind the 
two together in the middle so that the greens go in 
opposite directions. Then loop garland in traditional 
shape. To decorate, take three strands of rope, three 
times the length of the garland, and braid them. 
Tie braid about three inches from the end and ravel 
to make the tasseled ends. Paint with gold paint 
and bind on garland. Attach small wire-stemmed 
Christmas balls to the garland singly or in clusters. 


CIRCULAR WREATH 


Bind evergreens on wire wreath frame with picture- 
frame wire. If planning very heavy wreath, buy a 


moss frame, Attach clusters of wire-stemmed red 
balls to wreath. Add clusters of long-needled pine 
which have been bound with heavy wire and light- 
ly brushed with gold paint. Shellac ivy leaves on 
both sides with clear lacquer and allow to dry. Paint 
leaf veins with gold paint. Attach to wreath. 


PLASTIC GLOBES 


Cut stars from emery paper. 

Brush with glue and cover 
with glitter. Attach picture je.“ WA 
wire to each star to form os 
the stems. Cover these stems yo" * 
with green floratape. Attach " 
wire stems of stars together 
to make circle (top diagram, + 
right). Buy plastic globes in 
halves at five and ten or hard- 
ware stores. Each half has 
four holes. Thread fine wire 
through holes to join halves 
(middle diagram). Paint the 
seam gold. Attach circle of 
stars to end of wire used to 
join globes together (bottom 
diagram). Viewed from front, 
this joining does not show. 
Globes can be strung up on 
wire and hung from ceiling or 
joined to wall by suction cups 
bought from hardware store. 


GLITTER ROSES 


Get an assortment of paper or cotton roses, or other 
flowers. Place a mixture of sequins and glitter in a 
brown paper bag. Take the flowers one by one and 
brush lightly with glue or paper cement. Drop the 
flower into the bag while the glue is still gluey and 
shake. Remove flower and allow to dry for two hours. 
‘Add glitter in the same way: to butterflies and birds 
bought from five and ten. 


‘ BIRDS’ 


TS 


‘The birds’ nests in tree on page 114 are real, but 
nests can be made of hemp rope. If wound properly 
they look quite real. Twine rope in tight circles as 
in diagram and stitch each circle to the next one, 
using a heavy carpet needle and heavy thread. Keep 
winding rope and pulling up sides until the nest 
is the desired size. Spray or brush with gold paint. 
Stuff with green beads on wire, little cotton birds. 


BEADS ON WIRE 


Colored beads for nests, garlands, 


Christmas trees and wreaths may 
be given mobility and special charm 
by twining their wire ends over a 
pencil (diagram at right). Simply 
twist wire on which beads are at- 
tached over the tip of an ordinary 
pencil which makes a coil-like base 
so that beads jiggle when attached 
to tree or other greenery. To make 
an arrangement with small beads, 
buy strings at the five and ten. Un- 
string and thread them on wire. 
Then wind stems around pencil.

RED FRAUD 
AND INTRIGUE 
IN FAR EAST 


by YURI A. RASTVOROV

FIRST began to hear about Soviet war prepar: in Korea in 
the summer of 1949. At the time I was in Moscow awaiting reas- 
signment to Tokyo, where I had served as an intelligence agent during 
1946. In Moscow we all knew that there had been a steady build-up 
of the North Korean army since the country’s partition in 1945. We 
also knew that many Korean immigrants in the Soviet Union, people 
who had originally settled around Vladivostok and had been moved 
to the Kazakhstan area before and during World War II, had been 
sent back to North Korea. With them had gone a group of Russian- 
ized Korean officers from the intelligence services and the Red 
Their leader was Kim I] Sung, who became chairman of the 
Korean People’s Government in 1946. Great quantities of World 
War II Soviet tanks, guns and other war material had been left in 
North Korea. Hundreds of Russian military instructors had been sent 
there. Some of these whom I knew had returned to Moscow with high 
praise for the North Korean soldiers, especially as artillerymen. 

Later in 1949 I realized that something was imminent when friends 
in the ministry of foreign trade told me that large shipments of medi- 
cal supplies were being sent to North Korea. As we were still short of 
these same supplies in Russia, their dispatch to Korea could have 
only one meaning. 

On July 7, 1950, the second week after the Korean war had been 
launched, I got my orders to return to Tokyo. I traveled across Siberia 
with my friend Konstantin Nikishoy, son of Lieut. General Ivan 
ikishov, commandant of Soviet slave-labor camps in the Kolyma 
area. Young Nikishov was typical of the gilded youth of the late Sta- 
lin era, who attempted to wangle soft jobs while living off the accumu- 
lated prestige and property of their politically successful parents. In 
Vladivostok we visited one of Nikishov’s friends, the son of Lieut. 
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General Mikhail Gvishanyi, chief of secret intelligence in the area. 
While berating the Americans and telling us they would soon be 
yed in Korea, young Gvishanyi offered us American and Brit- 
juors, American cigarets, and even cola drinks. He wore an 
American sports jacket, drove an American car and liked to listen 
to jazz on his American phonograph. He boasted that he had got- 
ten many of these items from sailors off American ships in earlier 
days. “They're like children,” he said. “We'll soon push them out 
of Korea and into the sea.” 


The Americans destroy the timetable 


Y the time I arrived in Tokyo the North Korean spearheads 
were coming to a halt west of Pusan. After MacArthur's spec- 
tacular Inchon landing we were ordered to step up espionage work on 
the Americans in Japan. Moscow wanted to know everything possible 
about U.S. troop dispositions, weapon stockpiles and especially any 
news we could get on atomic armaments. 

In December MacArthur's push northward had been stopped by 
the sudden and massive Chinese intervention. Not until the next 
March did I discover all that had gone on since the war's outbreak, 
That month there arrived in Tokyo Colonel Pyotr A. Shibaev, coun- 
selor of the ministry of foreign affairs of the Soviet Union, one of 
Stalin’s confidential troubleshooters in the Far East, and the man who 
had been chargé d'affaires at the Soviet embassy in Peking during 
1950. I was assigned to help him try to get the full text of the Japa- 
nese peace treaty which John Foster Dulles was then negotiating. 

Shibaev was a dynamic man of about 50 who kept his aides hop- 
ping and the wires to Moscow sizzling. His one weakness was alcohol. 


He had had trouble with the Central Committee about this, and before 
he had been sent to Tokyo he had had to pledge that he would never 
touch the stuff again. I learned from Nikolai Krinitsin, one of our 
staff members who had traveled with him that Shibaey 
had kept his vow until the train pulled out of the Moscow station, 
After a couple of drinks Shibaev often became garrulous, and told me 
all sorts of details not only of the Korean affair but of other tasks he 
had carried out for Stalin, which included a mission to build up the 
military strength of Ho Chi Minh in Indochina and kidnap 
assassinations in Sinkiang

Nikolai Roshchin, former ambassador to Com- 
munist China; and others—have been fully schooled in the arts 
of espionage. 

The germ warfare campaign was not the first instance that I wit- 
nessed of Soviet falsification. During World War II, I had firsthand 
evidence of how two Americans, Wendell Willkie and Henry Wal- 
lace, became the victims of elaborately planned deceptions. 

I took part in the first of these, which involved Willkie. In 
1942 a group of us were called away from our training at a special 
army school at Stavropol-on-the-Volga for a special mission at a 
Sovkhoz, a state farm, some distance away. Our task, we learned, 
was to stage a proper welcome for Willkie, then making his famous 
round-the-world fact-finding trip for President Roosevelt. 

I discovered that I had been picked because I owned civilian 
clothes, since we were to play the roles of farm laborers. We

arrived at the 8,000-acre farm some weeks ahead of Willkie. The 
younger men at the Sovkhoz had gone off to war, leaving a gaunt 
and shabby looking lot of old men and women to work the fields. 
Our brigade was ordered to clean up the barns and stables, tidy 
up the grounds and repair the roads. Next we helped to unload a 
fantastic array of provisions—caviar, seafood, whisky and cham- 
pagne—all apparently for the purpose of making our visitor believe 
that such items were commonplace around a So . Before Will- 
got there we were told to try to keep out of his way, but should 
he encounter us to do everything to make him think that what he 
saw was normal. 

Willkie finally arrived aboard a beautiful Volga River steamer 
with his retinue of American officials and Russian escorts. We were 
disappointed when he did not stay long enough to run into our 
little squad. But our disappointment was more than made up for 
when we discovered that he had already been elaborately dined 
aboard the steamer and hence paid almost no attention to the vast 
spread that had been laid out for him. As soon as his steamer had 
cast off, the official welcoming committee dashed like wolves to join 
us starved “farmhands” as we swarmed through the kitchen and 
dining room devouring everything i t. Some of my comrades 
drank themselves into a stupor. 

The falsification perpetrated on Vice Pi 
during his 1944 visit to M heria was more 
serious. He had been received there by General Nikishoy and it 
was from Nikishov’s son that I heard about the incident. 

You y told me how enraged his father had 

been by cow's order to remove from sight not only all the slave 
laborers but all the harbed wire prison compounds along the route 
laid out for the Wallace party. 
Among those escorting Wallace was Grigori Dolbin, assigned to 
him as protocol man.” Dolbin, whom I knew, had 
actually served as a Soviet intelligence agent at our embassy in 
Washington.

Mean- 
while Ogura continued to believe in her innocence and loyalty, 
and when she was finally arrested for running out on her job, 
the news had to be kept from him. 

My training in the methods of blackmail ners to work 
for us was interrupted at this point—it was to resume more inten- 
sively in a couple of years—by my transfer to Tokyo. I arrived there 
in early 1946 as a member of the 400-man Soviet mission headed by 
Lieut. General Kuzma Derevyanko, who had been Stalin’s represent- 
ative at the surrender ceremonies aboard the U.S.S. Missouri in 
Tokyo Bay. I was at the time 24 years old and a candidate for mem- 
bership in the Communist party, of which I became a full-fledged 
member in 1947. 

In Tokyo we mobilized our agents and the local Communists 
for the purpose of getting Moscow full details of the U.S. occupa- 
tion. We were amazed at the way MacArthur's headquarters began 

ending us, as wartime allies, a steady flow of information on con- 

ions in Japan. Some of my associates poked fun at American 

ullibility, while others wondered if the whole thing were not 
simply some sort of ruse. 

But the Americans began to have their laughs on us, particularly 
decorated papers i at the expense of General Derevyanko himself. Derevyanko’s 

appointment to his exalted post had amazed all who knew him.

once his furious political adviser, Yakov Malik, had to grab Derey- 
yanko’s sleeve and pull him back down into his chair when he be- 
gan to wander from the Moscow line. 

Derevyanko also began living up to his reputation as a ladies’ 
man. Although he was reputed to chase even the Japanese scrub- 
women at our headquarters, we began to hear more and more about 
the beautiful wife of an engineer in the Soviet trade delegation. 
Derevyanko thought up all sorts of out-of-town assignments for 
this poor man and we discovered that in case of emergency the 
most likely place to find the general was the engineer's apartment 
at Mitsubishi 21. We decided that the engineer knew what was 
going on but because he preferred the comforts of Tokyo to those 
of Moscow he did not want to antagonize his C.O. 

There was also Miss Bourgin, a pretty nurse who was Derev- 
yanko’s pokhodno polyevaya zhena—camping field wife,” as such 
companions of Soviet officers were known during the war. When 
Derevyanko presented Miss Bourgin with a mink coat and began 
to take her to General MacArthur's official receptions, we knew 
that it would not be long before word got back to Moscow. 

Derevyanko’s deputy, Major General A. P. Kislenko, who con- 
sidered himself a brilliant diplomat and the man who should real- 
ly be head of the mission, decided he was not to be outdone by 
his despised chief. When asked about Sonya S., the pretty typist 
who seemed to spend most of her time around his villa, he pro- 
tested, “I have nothing but parental feelings for the poor girl. 
I’ve just given her a room to help her out.” 

When Moscow heard about all this it failed to be touched by. 
Kislenko’s generosity. Both Mrs. Kislenko and Mrs. Derevyanko 
were put aboard an early plane for Tokyo, and Kislenko in particu- 
lar was presently seen wearing the furtive look of a henpecked 
husband. 

As a statesman Derevyanko had one trump card that he never 
tired of producing. It was his interview with Molotoy before his 
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HENPECKED GENERAL Kislenko, Red deputy chief in Japan, had to be- 
have when Moscow heard of his dalliances, sent out his imposing wife (above).

This made Derevyanko decide that our commissary must be 
supplied from Vladivostok instead of through the Americans. Reg- 
ularly we had to ask MacArthur's headquarters for clearance for a 
. Pretty soon our requests to bring in “two tons of 
potatoes and ame a standing joke around there. The 
potatoes were usually rotten by the time they reached Tokyo, and 
any other provisions that might have been included were so in- 
adequate that most of us could never have survived without our 
American PX privil 

Shopping became an obsession around the Soviet 
Nearly everybody had but one thought: to hoard as many foreign 
goods as possible against the day that he would return home to 
the bleak life of shortages and long queues. A bolt of fine Jap 
nese silk, for instance, would bring enough on the Moscow black 
market to support a family for months. 

Once the shoppers had returned from the PX, they began de- 
riding all Japanese and American goods as infinitely more shoddy

than those made in the U.S.R.R. “How can one compare this trash 
with our own wonderful Soviet silk?” “Our cameras are so much 
better than this piece of junk!” were the remarks heard as the own- 
s of the “trash” and “junk” lovingly fingered their purchases. 


Thus the ritual of Soviet patriotism was observed, as it was with 

the empty remark, “Oh, how anxious we are to get home!” 
Among the most avid collectors of goods were the VIPs. Malik, 

for instance, who moved on to higher posts as envoy to London 


and the U.N., was observed leaving Tokyo in 1946 with no less 
than 65 trunks. 

In the summer of 1946 a group of Soviet journalists, headed by 
Oskar Kurganov, breezed into Tokyo. I knew Kurganov as an in- 
telligence agent and watched with interest as he pumped U.S. cor- 
respondents for material that he later put into a gross! 
drawn book called Americans in Japan. One day I agreed to inter. 
pret for him on a shopping tour. As he bought a whole case of 
Parker fountain pens, he explained, “If you don’t ‘grease,’ you 
don’t get anywhere.” The pens were gifts for top party officials. 

During 1946 there was a steady tightening up on our relations 
with the Americans. The first victim of this policy was a Captain 
Laptev, whose wife had had a baby shortly after coming to Tokyo. 
impossible to get milk in the open market. Laptev, through 
nection with our transportation section, had met a kindly 
American colonel who had sent him a case of evaporated milk, 

Kislenko heard of the gift. I heard him telling an aide, “The 
Americans are trying to buy Laptev. He must be ordered home.” 

That December I too received sudden orders home, and found 
myself aboard the same twin-engine Douglas with Laptev and his 
family. My first shock when T got to Moscow was the news that my 
mother had died of lung cancer in June of that year, something the 
government had apparently not considered important enough to 
tell me. 

I had been summoned because a board of inquiry wanted to 
know why, on my personal history record, I had failed to mention

the fact that my father had once been suspended from the Com- 
munist party. There were some other questions about my social 
origin. After a humiliating investigation I was acquitted and re- 
turned to a job in Moscow, where I spent the next three and a 
half yea 

Tt was in this period that I got what amounted to my post- 
graduate course in the techniques of blackmail and coercion which 
we used, as we had on the Japanese newspaperman Ogura in 1945, 
to make foreigners serve our intelligence. It was very seldom that 
ch people on ideological grounds. But as I had 
seen in the case of Ogura, the exploitation of sex, alcoholism, 
gambling, drug addiction and all other personal weaknesses has 
been reduced to a science. 

In 1947 I saw the sensational Annabelle Bucar affair hatched by 
Soviet diplomatic counterintelligence. Miss Bucar was an informa- 
tion clerk in the U.S. embassy under Ambassador Bedell Smith. 
Americans of course received highest priority in being watched 
for possible defectors. The officer ordered to enlist Miss Bucar for 
us was a certain M.C.P, He detailed a musical comedy star named 
Konstantin Lapshin, also one of our agents, to strike up an ac- 
quaintance with her. ‘The acquaintance progressed very well, 
When Miss Bucar announced in a letter to the Soviet press that 
she had chosen to give up her U enship to find happiness as 
the wife of Lapshin in the Soviet Union there was great glee in our 
offices. Her book, The Truth about American Diplomats, was an 
obvious fake to us, since it contained much data from sources in- 
accessible to its alleged author. As organizer of the affair, my 
friend M.C.P. received the Order of the Red Star, a rare honor in 
our line of work.

well with X, a member of the U.S. Military Attaché’s staff 
nown for his study of Russia and his supposed sympathy for the 
Soviet experiment. After he re all friendly overtures our men 
decided to try another approach. There had been reports of his ab- 
normal sexual habits, and presently a young champion swimmer 
who was also an agent regularly seen with X. ‘The next step 
was to produce damning evidence and try to blackmail him, But 
he proved a totally fearless man. When shown compromising pho- 
tographs, he s said, “Let me have copies of these. I'll send them 
to my chief.” 

Our frustrated agents had to drop that operation. But most 
such attempts have been more successful. Some of the notable 
recent victims have been Donald MacLean and Guy Burgess of the 
British Foreign Office and Otto John, West Germany’s No. 1 intel- 


ligence officer. People in the West may wonder why Moscow has 


suddenly pulled such key men out of its network. There is only 
one answer: when men such as Burgess, MacLean and John were 
in imminent danger of being exposed, Moscow made the best of a 
bad situation. By making them vanish behind the iron curtain of 
their own free will, a public scandal was averted while useful 
propaganda was created at the same time. 

But for all their professional adroitness, the Soviet intelligence 
chiefs have not been able to prevent many of their own people 
from traveling in the opposite direction, to the cause of freedom, 
as I finally decided I must.
